HONOLULU </P 
The United States exploded a 
submegaton nuclear device at high altitude above the 
Pacific early today. The flash briefly lit the ocean with 
a rainbow of red, green and blue lor hundreds of miles. 
A Thor missile, which tailed in three previous tries 
at the same test, carried the warhead to its firing height, 
estimated at 30 to 40 miles. 
The booster apparently 
performed perfectly during its controlled flight to 
detonation. 
The nuclear device packed a wallop of between 
20,000 and a million tons of TNT.

Bagiev, Republican incumbent, 
and Robert D. ("arrow. Demo­ 
cratic aspirant for the state As­ 
sembly seat from Marin and 
Sonoma Counties, argued four 
specific questions. Then they 
became embroiled in an argu­ 
ment and exchange of insults 
over ('arrow s charge that Bag­

Business Approach 


Is Suggested For 
The Housekeeper 


NEW YORK HIT) — Today’s 
homemaker should approach. 
housekeeping as a challenge in ; 
management, just as her bus-1 
band manages a business. 
So says Dr. Henrietta Fleck, 
chairman of the department of 
home economics at New York 
Lniversity. 
Running the modern home 
is “ big business,” Dr. Fleck 
said. As an example, she cited 
the budget for food consump­ 
tion alone— in 10 years, the av­ 
erage housewife spends $18,000 
just to feed the family. 
The home economist called 
for a new “ philosophical” ap­ 
proach to home-making, to re­ 
place the “ skills” approach of 
the past. 


IN THE SKILLS approach, 
she said, the housewife consid­ 
ered the individual tasks to be 
done — vacuuming the living 
room, mopping the kitchen. In 
the “ philosophical’ approach, 
she decides what values and 
goals are important to the fam­ 
ily and how to achieve them. 
How much time does she have 
lor 
housework? 
How 
much 
money is to be spent on home 
furnishings? 
Dr. Fleck, a native of Gretna, 
Neb., and on the N l Y home 
economics staff since 1946. out­ 
lined in an interview the 10 
major “ areas” of home-mak­ 
ing where good management is 
a must. 
One—food. The housewife 
must decide “ just how import­ 
ant food is to the family.” It 
goes without saying that the 
family should be well-nourish­ 
ed, the food palatable, she said. 
But she must decide how im­ 
portant 
are 
the 
embellish­ 
ments. “ I like to think that the 
familv that eats together stays 


j together,” she said, in a plea 
for 
more 
“ togetherness” 
at 
meal time in an age when there 
are so many “ pulls” to make 
even dinner together difficult. 


AND, THE housewife must 
¡decide whether family tradi­ 
tions are to be maintained 
| "special meals, special dishes 
1 that children will remember 
and pass on,” she said. 
Two -clothing. 
The 
home­ 


maker must realize the “ impact 
of clothes on personality." She 
can do this without catering to 
“ every whim of the teen-ager,” 
she said. She must decide on 
standards of cleanliness, dura­ 
bility, and cost, and figure how­ 
to keep the family appropriate­ 
ly 
dressed, still within 
the 
budget. 


Three—h o m e furnishings.! 
“ Today's housewife has to be 
a space expert," said Dr. Fleck. 
Each part of the home should 
be for the best utilization of 
family members, 


“ If the family doesn’t enter­ 
tain much, why for instance 
set aside one room to be kept 
always 'nice ? The home should 
reflect the activities of the 
family—where are the books? 
And 
every 
member 
should 
have some area of his or hers 
alone—to be able to say, ‘this 
is mine.’ ” 


K O I R— EQl I B M ENT. Think 
of equipment as tools to he 
used. “ Why have an electric 
; fry pan if you don’t use it? 
Many of us have too much 
equipment, some not enough, 
and in so many instances not 
the right kinds. Know how to 
use equipment— there are 10 
things you can do with a par­ 
ing knife.” 


Five— family relations. “ De­ 
cide your goals together,” she 
said. “ I often think couples 
spend too much time worrying 
about their children and for­ 
get about themselves. And I 
believe in the positive attitude, 
not the one of constant com­ 
plaint because ‘we don’t have 
this or we don't have that . . .” 


Six—m o n e y management 
Have a priority list because 
“ most of us can’t have every­ 
thing.” she said. “ Figure what 
the family wants most—a big 
house but fewer clothes? A 
flashy car and a small house? 
But a budget is a personal 
thing . . . each family has to 
decide where the major spend­ 
ing goes.” 
Seven— f a m i 1 y recreation. 
“This is very important . . . 
shouldn't 
be 
a 
haphazard 
[thing,” said the home econo­ 
mist. “ Decide what recreation

Here arc the major develop­ 
ments in the Cuban crisis: 
C Thant, acting secretary- 
general of the I nited Nations, 
arranged preliminary t a l k s 
with the United States, the 
Soviet Union and Cuba in an 
effort to resolve the Cuban 
problem peacefully. 
President John F. Kennedy 
and Soviet Premier Nikita 11 
Khrushchev conditionally ac­ 
cepted the proposal to negotia- 
ate. 
The United States continued 
its blockade and kept up its 
demand for reirwnal of Soviet 
missiles from Cuban soil. 
Moscow R a d i o announced 
that the Soviet Union’s strate­ 
gic rocket troops had been or­ 
dered on a state of increased 
combat readiness. 
A dozen Soviet vessels that 
had been headed for Cuba 
turned back. A huge vessel 
designed to transport missiles 
was reported among them. 
About 13 other Red cargo 
ships apparently were still on 
course toward the Caribbean 
island and it appeared likely

A Thor missile, which failed in three previous tries 
at the same test, carried the warhead to its firing height, 
estimated at .30 to 40 miles. 
The booster apparently

desk of the security council. 
He was red-faced and glared 
directly at Zorin. 


“ 1 am prepared to wait for 
my answer until hell freezes 
over, if that is your decision,” 
Stevenson snapped. 
The question, as put point- 
blank by an enraged Steven­ 
son yesterday, was this: 


“ Do you. Ambassador Zor­ 
in, deny that the USSR has 
placed and is placing med­ 
ium and intermediate range 
missiles and sites in Cuba? 
Yes or no — don't wait for 
the translation — yes or no.” 


Three more times Stevenson 
demanded the answer. Ambas­ 
sador 
Daniel 
Schweitzer 
of 
Chile 
requested 
an 
answer. 
Everyone waited expectantly 


but the answer never came. 
Zorin spoke all around the 
question, refusing to give a 
direct reply. 
Stevenson, known about the 
United Nations as a calm, de­ 
liberate diplomat, had turned 
tiger. 
He strained across the desk 
almost as if he wanted to eon- 
front Zorin physically, At times 
he wagged his finger or point­ 
ed his penal or set a papa- 
on the desk in front of him 
with a decisive motion as he 
made his points. 


Zorin. 
outwardly 
impas­ 
sive, kept his eves averted 
to the desk in front of him 
as he scribbled notes. 
The S e c u r i t y Council 


chamber was jammed but 
there was hardly a rustle in 
the galleries or among the 
diplomats standing around 
the walls, 


Stevenson started off softly. 
then warmed the subject up 
and the tension grew. 
“ We are here today and have 
been this week for one single 
reason— because the Soviet 


Union secretly introduced this 
menacing 
offensive 
military 
buildup into the island of Cuba 
while assuring the world that 
nothing was further from their 
thoughts. 
“ The argument, in its es­ 
sence, of the Soviet Union, is 
that it was not the Soviet I n- 
ion which created this threat 
to peace by secretly installing 
these weapons in Cuba but that 
it was the United States which 
created this crisis by discover­ 
ing and reporting these 
in­ 
stallations. 


“ This is the first time, I 


confess, that 
I 
have ever 


heard it said that tho crime 
is not the burglary but the 
discovery of the burglary — 
and that the threat is not the 
clandestine missiles in Cuba 
but their discovery and the 
limited measures to quar­ 
antine further infection.” 


Stevenson then noted that 
none of the Russian loader* 
had denied the existence of 
such a buildup.

Dr. Hueston gathered statis­ 
tics on 6,022 hospitalized pa­ 
tients and noted that the inci­ 
dence of Dupuytren’s contrac­ 
ture was no higher in a group 
of manual laborers than in of­ 
fice workers.

SINUS DISEASE 
M. M. writes: How is sinus 
infection diagnosed? 
REPLY 
An acute infection is associ­ 
ated with fever, nasal conges­ 
tion, and severe pain over the 
blocked sinus. X-rays at this 
time reveal the abnormality. 
Large amounts of pus escape 
when the affected passageway 
opens or the sinus is washed 
out.

NEW YORK If' — The love 
affair between the stock mar­ 
ket and Dame Rumor rarely 
has been more evident. 
Rumors send prices down 
m d new rumors send them up. 
This lias held true both for 
prices in general and for prices 
of Individual stocks which re­ 
sponded to rumors about how 
the particular company would 
iare in view of the late t ru­ 
mor. 


Prospects for different in­ 
dustries and lor individual 
companies were revised al­ 
most hourly as stock traders 
listened to the latest inside 
dope on how the Cuban trou­ 
ble was shaping up. 


Wild swings in prices re­ 
sulted. And often these affect­ 
ed public views of the emer­ 
gency—and in turn fed fresh 
rumors. An amateur speculator 
¿»roeeeded at his own risk. 
Wall Street has its own ways 
of 
getting 
rumors 
and 
of 
spreading them. It heeds offici­ 
al announcements. But more 
of' en it tries to anticipate them 
-—frequently with notable suc­ 
cess, and sometimes with none 
at all. 


Traders who guessed right 
could have made a lot of 
money. For example you did 
If you sold early Monday in 
expectation of the president’s 
ordering of a blockade of 
( uba, and then bought at the 
low point Wednesday morn­ 
ing in expectation that stocks 
would rebound at the first 
rumor—substantiated or not 
-—that Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev would seem to 
be backing down. 


And 
commissions 
on 
the 
huge volume of sales and pur­ 
chases helped out the broker­ 
age houses that had been lan­ 
guishing in near-dead markets. 
Because stock trading is na­ 


tion-wide, Wall Street has the 
advantage of a news or rumor 
network of its own. True or 
false, such word is fed into 
the boardrooms before it has 
time to be evaluated and reach 
print or the news broadcasts. 


The Street also has access 
In many cases to inside cor­ 
porate information. Example: 
A company put on notice to 
be ready for a national emer­ 
gency may know before the 
public does that such an 
emergency is in the making 
or feared. 


This i n f o r m a t i o n often 
reaches outside ears— bankers, 
brokers, businessmen having 
contacts with the firm.

Mrs. N a n c v Swadesh, co- 
chairman of the Democratic 
First Congressional D i s t r i c t 
Caucus, represented the Demo­ 
cratic Party in urging a vote 
for the late Clem Miller for 
Congress. 
If Miller wins, a special elec­ 
tion will be called to fill the 
vacancy. Miller was killed in an 
airplane accident in Humboldt 
County Oct. 7. 
Don Clausen, the Republican 
nominee, for Congress, asked 
for voter support after express­ 
ing “ the difficult position of a 
candidate” in such a situation.

squared off in semi-debate. 
Assemblyman W i 11 i a m T. 
Bagiev, Republican incumbent, 
and Robert D. ('arrow. Demo­ 
cratic aspirant for the state As­ 
sembly seat from Marin and 
Sonoma Counties, argued four 
specific questions. Then they 
became embroiled in an argu­ 
ment and exchange of insults 
over ('arrow's charge that Bag 
ley had used state funds to 
pay for “ a professional image 
builder.”

Two years ago an exuberant, affable 


young attorney offered himself to the 
voters of Marin and Sonoma Counties 
and w as overwhelmingly elected assem­ 
blyman from this Seventh A s s e m b 1 v 
])istrict. 
William T. Bagley now is two years 


older, still exuberant, still affable and 
much stronger as a candidate for re- 
election than before. 
The reason is that Bagley has seen 


the State C a p i t o l in operation, has 
learned from it and challenged it. He 
has served in a situation hostile to the 
things in which he believes, a situation 
of dominance nol only by the opposi­ 
tion party, but by a strong boss of the 
opposition party. 
Vet in such a situation he has been 


successful. He has been able to accom­ 
plish things, widely varied things which 
have benefited his district and the state.

He was one of the 
spokesmen of the Assembly economy 
bloc which forced all state bond issues 
onto the November ballot. For those in­ 
terested in education, it might be point­ 
ed out that had the $270 million higher 
education bond issue not been moved to 
the June primary, it quite likely would 
have been roundly defeated at the gen­ 
eral electicA as it was in June with no 
e l e c t i o n scheduled for another two 
years in which to resubmit it as it is 
now as Prop 1A. 


All of these things indicate that we 


have a strong, effective representative 
in the statehouse. We urge you to re­ 
elect him.

State's Ballot Gives Voters Rare 


Opportunity To Express Their Views 


By this time I suppose ev­ 
ery voter in Marin has receiv­ 
ed his sample ballot from 
County Clerk George Gnoss. 
Along with the election-dav 
preview there is the usual 
bonus given to California vot­ 
ers: a fat brochure on pro­ 
posals to tack amendments to 
the state constitution. 
To some voters, the long 
list of propositions is a bur­ 
den which has been dumped 
by a lazy or timid legislature. 


THESE VOTERS, who want 
to hurry through the ballot 
and get on about their busi­ 
ness, 
don't 
appreciate 
the 
rare chance they have to de­ 
clare their own views on just 
about any subject from box­ 
ing to communism. 
Putting a huge collection of 
new schemes (some of them 
rather 
erack-poti 
right 
in 
front of the voter is a grand 
idea. It’s very Western . . . 
and, like the recall, it ought 
to appeal to Marin citizens. 
Doing one’s own legislation 
is a rare thing in many states. 
It may lead to an oversize, 
constantly c h a n g i n g and 
sometimes 
clumsy 
govern­ 
ment. but it’s a wonderful 
chance for everybody to say 
what he thinks. 


NOW THAT we have direct 
elections for United S t a t e s 
senators and judges, we may 
as well meddle with the laws 
a bit ourselves instead of leav­ 
ing it to the lawyers. 
We also elect our own su­ 
perintendent of 
public 
in- 


struction, which brings us 
back to crack-pot schemes 
again. 
Regardless of who wins that 
job this year, there is talk of 
making the job appointive. 
The way things are now, it 
might be a good idea, however 
much a retreat from Califor­ 
nia’s do-it-yourself politics. 
Keeping the state superin­ 
tendent of schools out of elec­ 
tions may be the only way to 
save schools from the on­ 
slaught of what Dr. Joel Hilde­ 
brand. University of Califor­ 
nia scientist, calls “ minority 
groups whose members harass 
school people with demands 
that children be indoctrinated 
with the peculiar dogma of 
their group.” 


HILDEBRAND, WHO can 
by no means be labelled a 
soft-headed liberal, says such 
groups “ masquerade as ‘Chris­ 
tian’ or ‘the American way of 
life.” ’ He has also rejected 
state 
superintendent candi­ 
date Max Rafferty as “ not a 
true reformer. ’ 
The noise (not very loud, at 
that) raised against Rafferty 
should have nothing to do 
with major party politics, 
Rafferty’s associates h a v e 
nothing to do with any differ­ 
ence between sound conserva­ 
tism and liberalism. They in­ 
stead are the difference be­ 
tween sense and nonsense. 
Many questions face voters 
in this year’s general election. 
One of the biggest questions 
is Mr. Rafferty.
